first REPORT OK THE 
CAPTURED FLYING SAUCER! 
by E.W, Grenfell 

On a tiny Island in the 
North Sea off the Carman 
coast, a secret Investigation 
is in progress to determine 
whether hydrogen bomb 
explosions In the Pacific 
Ocean knocked a flying 
saucer to the earth. 
Preliminary findings were 
revealed recently In Oslo, 
Norway, by Dr. Hans Larsen 
Loberg, a retired 

Norwegian scientist, who 
said Investigators have 
already made some startling 
discoveries. 

In his report Dr, Loberg 
said the mysterious 
cracking and shattering of 
automobile windshields in 
several U.S, cltlos a few 


months age may be 
explained when results of 
the Investigation are In. 
Because, he added, the 
grounded saucer Is 
reported to carry firing 
instruments capable of 
shattering glass with 
magnetic rays. 

The saucer cane do®n 
on Heligoland, a small 
island which the germans 
used as s U-Boat base 
during WWL Since the 
Island is only a speck of 
iand In a large body of 
water. Dr, Loberg believes 
the disc was forced to 
earth when H-bomb blasts 
created conditions of 
atmospheric pressure that 
made flight Impossible. 

It was not a crash, and 
Investigators found most of 
the saucer's instruments in 
good condition. On the 
ground surrounding the 
ship were found the bodies 
of seven men, all burned 
beyond recognition. They 
may, or may not, have 
been passengers aboard 
the weird flying craft. 

Dr, Loberg, one-time 
winner of the Hungarian 
Physics Award, said 
descriptive details of the 
saucer were told to him by 
a fellow scientist who If 
with the investigating team 


on Heligoland, 

If mangetlc rays from 
the flying saucer shattered 
auto windshields, then 
police In several American 
cities will close the books 
on a case which drove 
them to boiling point a few 
months ago, 

It all began In the little 
e|ty of Bellingham, 
Washington, where 

horrified citizens learned 
that, ih one ween. i5i)Q 
cars cad turned up with 
cracked windshields - and 
no one could explain the 
reason why. 

Bellingham's 34000 people 
began to wonder If ghosts 

had Invaded theJr midst. 
Even house and store 
windows smashed to pieces. 

While the astounding 
story made headlines 
throughout the U.S., 
Bellignhams city officials 

were dodging frantic 
citizens and local glass 
manufacturers were making 
a Fortune. 

Then windshields began 
falling apart in Wyoming, In 
Oklahoma City, In 

Pittsburgh and finally In 
New York City, Nobody, 

not even glass experts, 

could come up with a 
reasonable explanation. 

The saucer's magnetic

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ray gun, which Dr, Looera 
beilavs responsible for all 
the dlslncigracing glass, may 
also provide a solution to 
stilt another mystery - an 
airplane crash near Fort 
Knox:, Ky„ on January 7. 
1948, 

On that day an 
unidentified object was 
sighted over Goodman Air 
Force Base at Fort Knox by 
both military and civilian 
observers, Air Force 

Captain Thomas K. Bandell 
CHECK, flying bis plane 
over the base, radioed the 
Goodman Tower and 

reported the object was 
travelling at half his speed, 
Tot closing in now to 
take a good look,' he 
reported, 'It's directly 
ahead of me and still 
moving at about half my 
speed. This fit fog—looks 

metallic and of tremendous 
size.Jt's going up now and 
forward as fast as I am. 
That's 360 mph.-I'm going 
up to 20000 feet and If I'm 
no closer l’J abandon chase.’ 

The time was M5pm. 
And that was the last radio 
contact BandeJI had with 
the Goodman Tower, 
Several hours later, hfs 
body was found in the 
wreckage of his 'plane near 
the base. 

If the Heligoland 
saucer's magnetic ray gun 
is in good condition. It may 


the power to 
shatter airplanes as well as 
glass. 

Dr, Lobarg contends the 
craft apparently landed 
under the guidance of its 
own instruments and the 
investigators studied It it a 
distance for two days 

before risking closer 
observation, 

The area where the 
saucer cams down was 

bombarded with cosmic 
rays, geiger counters and 
other protective devices 
before investigation began, 
The seven charred 
bodies found around the 

saucer are as yet 

unidentified, "heir clothing 
was burned away 
completely and there were 
no clues to Indicate 
whether they were 
passengers aboard the craft, 
or whether they were 
Heligoland residents who 
had ventured too close to 
the saucer to soon. 

Curiously, all seven men 
seemed to be of 25 to 30 
years of age and of the 
same height - about 5ft 
81ns. All had excellent 
teeth. 

Investigators have one 
theory! 

That the seven men 
were passengers who were 
consumed by fire Inside 
the descending ship. The 
blaze probably had been 
caused by sudden changes 
In atmospheric pressure 


conditions Inside the 
saucer's hermetically sealed 
cabin. 

Atop the craft was a 
trap-door through which 
the seven bodies could 
have been thrown by the 
impact of landing. Even 
more curious were the 

ship’s measurements. U was 
9! ft In diameter and the 
cabin was ?Dft In height. In 
fact, all the dimensions 
were divisible by seven, 

On the control beard 
were a series of push 

buttons, but the 
Investigators are still 
studying the Interior 
mechanism to discover 
what propelled the saucer 
in flight, Dr. Loberg's 
theory is that the disc may 
have travelled by 
harassing magnetic llhnes 
of force which scientists 
know encircle the nine 

planets of the sciar system, 
he points out that there 
was no motor and no 
propeller, but if magnetic 
"force It involved, the 
saucer would move Just as 
a nail moves when 
approached by a magnet. 

The landing gear 
resembled a tripod of three 
metal cylinders wnlth ccuJd 
revolve In any direction. 
There were no bolts, rivets 
or screws on the saucer 
and in the construction 
were found two metals 
which are entirely unknown 
to scientists.

Obviously It seems 
logical to assume chat a 
striking hill which overlooks 
large tracts of land ana sea 
would be popular ever the 
centuries and may originally 
have been revered in some 
way. The possibility of

Itself In i variety of ways Is 
heightened by the exlscant 


fault line and the phenomena 
described at the beginning 
of this article may have 
been Just that, Alternatively 
It could ail have been a 
misperception of some sort, 
written up in that peculiar 
style wnlch scientists 
employed !n those days, 
making It seem far odder 
than it really Is. 

Researching window areas 
is a wonderful way to find 
out about the area you live 
in. Most areas have what can 
be called a window area and 
the more you lock into them, 
the more you find out. The 
exercise ts particularly 
useful in crop-circle areas, 
as if they are a genuine 
phenomenon of many years 
standing then there will be 
other records of them in the 
same spots and the relevant 
folklore to go with them.

This phenomenon is not 
dissimilar to the spirit 

apparts of seance room 
sittings, One particular 
instance, almost quest-like | 
in nature was the result of 
spirit communication. Prior 
to his death, the brother of 
Julia Finney marked a piece 
of brick and broke k in 
half with instructions that . 
she was to keep one half i 
and the other would be 
hidden by himself. After his 
death, a ouija session gave 

the sitters, including the 
sister, information as to the | 
wherabouts of the brick. 

The object was found In 


exactly the circumstances 
given by the purported 
spirit of her brother, This 
occured In 1331. 

But it is amongst the 
spiritualist literature and 
records of investigation into 
physical mediums that we 
detect the similarities 
between the 'psychic 
artifacts' retrieved by 
questers and the apports 
received at physical circles. 
In almost ail cases the 
phenomena within such 
sittings takes place in 
darkness or occurs when 
one is net looking, very 
i similar to the phenomena 
I reported to have occured at 
i the Topham-Reeves sittings. 
Perhaps the Margo Williams 
phenomena is a cross-case 
between spiritualistic 

phenomena and the phsyicai 
artifacts' of questing. 
Doubts concerning the 
authenticity of the 
apportatlon is often 
resolved when one 
considers not only the type 
of object apported or Found 
under questing conditions, 
. but also at one time or 
another between apports. 
With some physical mediums 
the object Is apparently 
extruded from their own 
body via an ectoplasmic 
| form. Suffice to state that 
comparisons with past 
apport mediums does give 


evidence to show that 
there are many similarities 
between them ail, giving 
weight to the possibjjty 
that psychic artifacts' 
found in questing are 
landscape apports, different 
only that they occur fn a 
different context and 
possibly belief system, not 
merely restricted to the 
confines of a seance room. , 
A follow on to this type 
of phenomena are the mini- 
lab experiment* conducted 
by SORRAT at Skyrim Farm. 
Missouri. Claimed 

phenomena Include not only 
objects moving on their 
own but also disappearing 
and re-appearing, The 
sealed container devised by 
parapsychologist William 
Cox revealed that the 
phenomena occured when 
the group was meeting but 
also sporadically besides. 
Such work with the mini- 
lab has shewn that PK Is 
responsive to suggestion 
and belief. At all times Jt 
would seem that the 'agent' 
doing the apporting must 
be kept as a separate 
entity, whether viewed as a 
spirit or subconscious 
force. The behaviour cf the 
agency and the manner cf 
the disappearances and re¬ 
appearances of the objects 
In both the mini-lab 
experiments and In 
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spiritualist apports suggests 
similarities with poltergeist 
phenomena, where the 
actual materialisation of 
objects has on occasion 
been observed, 

‘The Green Stone' has 
served as a catalyst in 
making people aware of the 
Idea that one can retreive 
concealed artifacts and 
solve mysteries by pursuing 
clues given psychically - a 
sort of psychic 'who 
dunnft', It was a watershed 
which has unleashed new 
concepts and aspirations 
and this phenomena, 
although not new. has been 
re-packaged to suit the 
current New Age climate, 
brought up on Star wars 
and Lord of the Rings. 

Psychic questing now 
seems to have come of age 
and will undoubtedly 
diversify and widen its 
appeal In the future The 
current fascination of 
fantasy-role playing games 
and the supernatural In 
general has ensured a wide 
audience to participate In 
what could be construed as 
a teaching game, a kind of 
cultural-amenable matrix 
that Is able to transform 
Itself into any given 
concept or belief system. 
Jenny Randles has 
perceived this Important 
concept In her Introduction 
to The Green Stone as well 
as an unpublished 
manuscript, The Children of 


Armaggedon'. Here she 
suggests that the source of 
the contacts which guided 
the psychic team of the 
Sunderland*, Keatman, 

Philips and Collins was not 
alien (which had manifested 
In that guise during the 
early experiences of the 
Sunderland family! nor from 
discarnate entitles that 
were allegedly past owners 
of the magical green stone, 
but a more deeper part of 
the human consciousness 
that was triggered when the 
time was right. In this case 

she suggests mlllenlal 

changes, nuclear holocaust 
or possibly ecological ones. 
Support for this seems to 
come from psychic 

contactess. 

Gary Harlow first 
approached Jenny Randies 
in 1975 at a conference In 
Manchester. Since then 
Gary has maintained his 
account and attempted to 
put some of the new 

awareness that ho gained 
from the UFO experience 
Into practice, Cary Is In his 
early forties, married with 
two children and it a 
research technician. He 
claims several UFO 
experiences as a youngster. 
After he got married at the 
age of 13 he began to get 
Interested in theology, Upon 
reading a certain passage in 
the Bible he remembered 
his UFO experience, It was 
as If he gained a new sense 


Of awareness and realised 
that he was something 
other than himself. Gary 
now states that he has a 
particular mission to 
perform. involving the 
changing of mankind's 
consciousness and of the 
events as foretold in the 
Bible and other _ religious 
teachings. Cary claims that 
there are several important 
artefacts that are currently 
concealed and that the time 
is right for these to be 
found and their nature 
revealed to mankind!?, 

David Rogers is single, in 
his late thirties and 

currently unemployed, 

Since a young child he has 
had UFO and psychic 

experiences. His first UFO 
sighting was also witnessed 
by his classmates at school. 
The same strange light 

appeared to make a very 
personal appearance to him 
when he was 17. at his 
home in Coventry'.' and 
performed large triangular 
movements in the sky, 
Between the first and 
second sighting David had 
experiences cf seeing non¬ 
human entities at his 
bedroom window, and of 
being transported through 
the window and onto a 
craft of some description 
fn the sky. Following this 
David also experienced 
missing time' experiences, 
David later developed Into 
clairvoyant.

In summing up, psychic i 
questing has offered an 
exciting and new paradigm 
for psycical research. We 
have shown that psychic 
questing Is not new and 
that it has always been 
widespread but isolated. We 
have also shown that It can 
occur In many different 
guises and has cropped up 
In various areas of I 
paranormal experiences, 
from divine voices to j 
extraterrestrial contacts, • 


Finally we have also 
demonstrated chat the 
mechanics behind questing 
are very plastic and the 
channels of communications 
spread right across the 
modus operand! of psychic 
communication. 

If some aspects of the 
psychic communications are 
deemed to be infantile or 
historical Incorrect then 
we must consider that the , 
same phenomena occurs In 
almost every other area—of 
paranormal communication. 
Poltergeist messages 

scribbled on wails are often 
peurile and devious; false 
claims ware often made by 

the alleged occupants of 
the airships during the 
American wave of the 1030a; 
many CFG entitles are 
culture-oriented whilst their 
message from the ccsmct 
appears tc be ludicrous and 
confusing-, whilst many 

tnsdlumifitic 'controls' are 
mimical and sometimes 
Illiterate. It would seem 

therefore that the medium

and that the clarity and 
intelligence of such a !

feature often noted by 
psychical researchers

It is, if you Hite, a son of 
learning experience and by 
such rules the historical 
perspective of a quest 
need not necessarily be 
perfectly correct, as long 
as the meaning is 
understood, [n the same 
way as much of the UFO 
phenomenon is symbolic, 
showing perceptions and 
responding to changes in 
mankind's psyche and — - 
cultural and maybe even 
ecological changes. 

Although psychic 

archaeology has long been 
current since the 1300s and 
dowsing for treasure and 
ether commodities for far 
longer, psychic questing as 
a repeatable and working 
tradition is new, rather like 
the rise of physical 
mediumship in the lasGs and 
!390irCapart from the - ferma 
tradition of Tibetl.

In order to accept 
psychic questing per se we 
must In reality accept a 
possibility of a new 
paradigm, one that 
transcends everyday reality 
and accepts the existence 
of differemt dimensions and 
the possibility of mind 
affecting amnater and for 
matter to to be moved 
from one existence to 
another, As several 
researchers have already 
discovered many fields of 
the paranormal seem to 
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share similar features and 
UFOs synchronises, 

clalvoyance, psychometry, 
trance medium ship, 

poltergeists (witness the 
psychic attacks reported 
by Terry Shotton In The 
Eye of Fire episode and the 
ones on the headquarters

Perhaps the concepts put

waves of primary patterned 
light from another dimension, 
or the holistic frequency 
realm. Could it be therefore 
that the dimensions as 
postulated by Bohm and 
Priham's holistic frequency

Could an innate intelligence 
within this realm have the 
ability to project or create 
temporary physical events 
to manifest within our 
environmennw well as to 
create the phenomena and 
artifacts that quest era 
i interact with? Could It also 
be that this frequency 
realm Is self-regulatory to 
that imminent changes or 
threats could be projected 
symbolically into the 
! collective psyche, to be 
perceived and in some 
cases acted on by those 
sensitive and inclined 
enough? 

The concept of the 
battle between good and 
evil is an ancient archetype, 
going bacEt to primeval 
legends and religions, made 
manifest In the western 
collective psyche In the 
grail romances "of - medlevaf 
Europe and exemplified by 
the attempt to save a 
waiting kingdom by 
securing a mystical and 
powerful object, 

A similarity can be 
drawn with Christian 
mythology and the 

discovery of the spear or 
lance of Longinus. This was 
the spear or lance which a 
Roman soldier named 
Longinus, thrust Into 

Christ's side as he hung on 
the cross. According to 
Christian tradition the lance 
was miraculously discovered. 
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or jo it was believed, at 
Antioch In 1098 during the 
First Crusade. The 

Crusaders stormed Antioch 
but were almost 

immediately beselged 

themselves by the Saracen 
army. Three weeks went by 
and both food and hops 
were running out when a 
priest claimed to have a 
vision of where the Holy 
Lance was buried. In the 
church of St Peter, A 
search was made- and the 
precious relic was found. 

The discovery restored the 
crusaders' confidence and 
emboldened them to sally 
out and rout the oesiegers. 

In 1895 the poet and 
mystic W,B, Yeats wrote 
The Body of the Father 
Chrsitain Rosencrux'. which 
describes how the founder 

of Roslcrucianism was 
discovered Jn a noble tomb 
by students of a mystical 
order. The iure of esoteric 
knowledge literally or 
symbolically hidden has 
always held ft certain 


fascination for those who 
feel there is more to our 
normal, mundane existence. 
The ability of some people, 
namely artists, writers, 
poets and dare wo $sy 
psychics to retain into 
adulthood the fundamental 
primitive, childlike belief 
that there is more magic in 
the world than we can know, 
appears to be \ an 
important belief vital In 
producing psychic 

phenomena. Yeats openly 
admitted that he gained 
poetic inspiration from 
occultism -inti the spirit 
madiumshtc of his vlfaZQ. 
The Victorian era. with the 
emerienes of scientific and 
technological solutions to 
the world gave birth 'o the 
spiritualist sub-culture. This 
reactionary movement has 
continued to flourish ever 
since, with neither the 
churcn ”"or the scientific 
establishment being able to 
satisfy Its ‘magical* desires, 
John Keats wrote that 
Newton had unweaved the 


rainbow. 

The recent threats and 
changes to mankind and the 
planet Itself have perhaps 
sufficiently traumatised the 
collective psyche, thereby 
stimulating feedback 

response from such

A MAN who suffered from 
paranoid schizophrenia but¬ 
chered his mother to save 
her from being tortured by 
giant aliens, a court was told 
yesterdayr 


Jimmy Mather believed 
the creatures-from outer 
space lived in a computer 
shop which he visited 
regularly. 

And the devoted son 
killed his mother Isobel, 48, 
believing he was sparing her 
from a gruesome fate, Shef¬ 
field Crojwn Court was 
told. 

Mather, 28, who denied 
murder-huLadmitted man-^ 
slaughter on the grounds of 
diminished responsibility, 
was ordered to be detained 
without time limit under the 
Mental Health Act. 

The court heard that he 
bHipvpd the giants were 
based in a computer shop, 
where they abducted people 
and disposed of them, 

Mr Brian Walsh QC, pros¬ 
ecuting, told the court: "He 
became convinced that 
giants were conspiring to 
harm him ant, his mother, 
that they we:e both going to 
be sacrificed. 

"H& believed the house 
was being invaded by alien 
.forces. He believed they 
-were goirrop/b^mured,' 
To spare her, he hit her on 
the head with ajjammer and 
pushed her’down the 
stairs," 

He said Mather, of Cherry 
Street, Sheffield, then 
stabbed her 30 times, tore 
the heads off his two can¬ 
aries and a parrot and 
stabbed Ms dog to death, 

He. then slashed his own 
wrists, but woke up several 
hours later and called 
police, 

Penelope Barrett, for 
Mather t said her client was 
suffering from paranoid 
schizophrenia and heard 
voices. ’ 

She said he was unusually 
devoted to his mother, and 
added: "He thought she was 
going to suffer terrible tor¬ 
ture which he would be 
forced to witness. He took 
the action he did in order to 
protect her from that ter¬ 
rible fate. 

"His beliefs centred 
around the computer shop 
where he went frequently. 
He thought they were taking 
people and killing and dis¬
